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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The following 
limitations are primarily responsible for distinguishing the claims of this application over the 
prior art. 

Regarding claims 1-4, 7-8, 10-11, 13-16 and 18-19 the limitation concerning the VHF 
carrier frequency being higher than the frequency or frequency sweep signal as recited in 
independent claims 1 and 13; claims 5-6 and 17, the limitation concerning summing the carrier 
frequency with a second signal as recited in independent claims 5 and 17; and claims 9 and 12, 
the limitations concerning selecting a frequency range based on the two acoustic modes as recited 
in independent claims 9 and 12.
